ments. 

The house, however, was so far be- 
hind the senate—which planned to 
vote on the social security program

this week's six legislative days. 
Amid applause, Byrns urged mem- 

bers to “come a little earlier and stay 


'a little later” so the house may act 
| promptly on eight and possibly nine 
'more “must” bills, and expressed a 


“hope” for adjournment by mid-Julr. 
Passed Under Gag. 

Just as soon as the house met to- 
day, Chairman Doughton, of the ways 
and means committee, moved the rules 
be suspended and a resolution passed 
to extend for two years $501,991.000 


in existing “nuisance” taxes. 


Under his motion, debate was lim- 
ited to little more than half an hour, 
and all amendments were forbidden. 
Republicans talked about “gag rule,”

jority under the procedure—was adopt- 
ed by the hair-splitting vote of 247 
to 117.

VEHICLE WASHINGTON,: June 17.—It is more or less an open 
_ Secret that the Justice Department lawyers generally 
consider the Guffey-Snyder coal bill to be unconstitutional. This 
May be denied now because the White House is pushing the bill 
energetically in congress. 

But around the department, the right-hand men of Attorney- 
General Cummings are freely saying, off the record, that the bill 
is illegal on three points. Its price-fixing features are definitely 
monopolistic; its tax provision is coercive and not for the purpose 
of raising revenue; and, anyway, the supreme court already has held 
that coal mining is not interstate commerce. 

This situation has stirred up considerable speculation as to why 
President Roosevelt chose to get behind a bill which his lawyers 
consider to be of doubtful legality. 

The story most widely accepted by those in the know is that 
the president has seized this issue as a vehicle to carry home his 
opposition to the supreme court decision on NRA. 

It is a rather deep story but a plausible one,

and the only explanation for the enigmatic 


situation surrounding the bill. 

The truth is the public reaction to the NRA decision was not 
what the administration desired. President Roosevelt’s friends 
blame it on the fact that the country failed to understand the issue. 
Constitutional questions are always involved and not widely under- 
stood. The sick chicken case was not one which could be drama- 
tized easily before the country. 

Coal affords a broader opportunity. Nearly everyone thinks the 
bill is meritorious. A majority of coal operators, as represented bye 
production tonnage, want it. The miners are threatening to strike 
unless it is passed. The only people strongly against it are the 
large coal consumers (railroads, utilities), who fear higher prices. 
Nonunion operators also oppose it because it gives more power to 
the United Mine Workers. 

The National Coal Association, representing the industry, has 
taken no stand on it, being neither for it nor against it. Virtually 
all the northern operators, except the Mellon crowd, are for it.

NEED OF WILDLIFE LAWS. 
It is easy to say we need a national 
wildlife policy but to suggest what it 


should be is a different matter alto- 
gether. There have been many plans 
proposed, but of the number, a few 
are growing in popularity. A striking 
advance was made last year when a 
committee under the leadership of Sen- 
ator Hawes devised a “‘model game 
and fish law’’ as a pattern for states 
to follow. Some of the states have 
seen the wisdem of this arrangement 
and have adopted it for their own use. 

There is a distinction between game 
and fish administration and wildlife 
administration which we should con- 
sider before we discuss the broad prin- 


ciples of either one. Game and fish | 


work, as the name implies, is purely 
'the administration of sportsmen’s in- 


If it j 'terests in those animals which we con- | 
i 13\ sider as providing sport or food. The. 


,administration here is concerned with 
|handling of licenses, law enforcement, 
/}and in some rare instances, application 
| of what is known of the science of game 
management to local problems. Wild- 
‘life administration goes far beyond 
that and is more truly a biological 
matter, for it includes all the other 


forms of animal life in the fauna. For 
that reason I contend that wildlife 
administration should be the aim of 
every state as well as the federal gov- 
ernment. Why should we bend all our 
attentions to the management of game, 
for instance, when animals like the 
peccary, the porcupine, my favorite. 
the mudfish, and the beavers are all 
endangered by the careless waste of 
our possessions? Should not the 
song birds have as complete protec- 
tion as the game birds, and should not 
the small mamals receive their part 
of consideration also? Even the rat- 
tlesnakes, dangerous as they are, are 
entitled to areas where they can exist 
in peace and comfort and be preserved 
for the benefit of future Americans. 

How is this measure of protection 
and guarantee of increase to be afford- 
ed our wildlife? By the construction, 
enforcement and observance of legisla- 
tion, honestly administered, for the 
definite needs now apparent. And by 
| what machinery is this to be done? 
‘By you and me and all our friends. 
| Yes, it is up to us. If we are to keep 
the incalculably precious possession of 
wildlife we have, we must see to it 
|ourselves that the proper steps are 
‘taken.

“Taking account of past mistakes— 
misguided settlement, too-intensive cul- 
tivation, soil erosion and depletion, 
overproduction, overgrazing a nm 
abuse of the public domain—a _ cor- 
rective program through a broad pol- 
icy of land use based on national wel- 
fare is indicated.” 

Tugwell Linked to AAA, 

This comment was seen in some 
quarters as an indication that work 
of the new Rural Resettlement Ad- 
ministration under Rexford G. Tug- 
well, undersecretary of agriculture, 
will be linked closely with future ac- 
tivities of the AAA in program plan- 
ning. Under the resettlement admin- 
istration will be included such activi- 
ties as soil erosiou control, subsistence 
homesteads and retirement of submar- 
ginal Jands from production. 

Davis said much attention has been 
given to the loss of the nation’s ex- 
port markets.

A crop of about 11,500,000 bales of 
478 pounds was foreseen for 1935, on 
approximately 31,410,000 acres. Under 
the Bankhead compulsory reduction 
program, 10,500,000 bales of 500 
pounds were allotted to be marketed 
tax-free, 

Davis minimized any responsibility 
the adjustment program may have had 
for the decline of America’s cotton ex- 
port, and gave figures in support of 
the processing tax, the revenue source 
financing the AAA program.

“DEAL” FOES WILL SEEK 
REFORMS IN TWO BILLS 

WASHINGTON, June 17. —(4)— 
Foes of New Deal power policies in 
the house and in the world of organ- 
ized business today dug in for last- 
diteh fights for the moderation of 
two pieces of utility legislatiion, label- 
ed by the administration as essen- 
tial. 

A house bloe forced a _ redrafting 
of a series of amendments designed 
to extend the power of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority as the price of gei- 
ting them out of committee and onto 
the house floor. 

At the same time, the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States circu- 
larized its local chamber urging them 
to concentrate upon the house in a 
drive to tone down the public utili- 
ties holding company bill from a meas- 
ure abolishing such corporations to one 
simply regulating them. 

Both the TVA amendments and the 
holding company bill hold positions of 
prominence in President Roosevelt's 
“must” list. Both have been passed 
by the senate and are ensnarled in 
controversy in the house. 

The former has been tied up in the 
military committee for more than a 
month as the result of a 15-to-12 vote 
ordering it tabled. Chairman Me- 
Swain today called the committee ‘to- 
gether in a surprise move to get the 
measure onto the floor, but the result 
was the appointment of a subcommit- 
tee to redraft it in compromise form. 
The utility bill is still in the inter- 
state commerce committee. 

Representative May, democrat, Ken- 
tucky. one of the leaders in the fight 
against the TVA legislation, asserted 
that if the revision proved unsafis-

At first he thought it merely an 
internal bruise, which would heal 
in time. The Philadelphia train- 
er tried various improvised reme- 
dies, including. bunion pads, ad- 
hesive tape, etc., to take the pres- 
sure off the sore spot, but nothing 
seemed to give Hooks relief. 

That is, he did not find any which 
' would permit him to swing a bat with 
anything like comfort until he came 
|down to Atlanta and Johnny Shores, 
‘the Crackers’ 24-year-old trainer with 
‘an inventive bent, fashioned a gadget 
‘eut out of leather which helped for 
|awhile, providing a natural padding 
‘to fit in the grove between the thumb 
‘and forefinger. 

STILL HURTS.

CHICAGO, June 17.—(#)—Big buy- 
ing of corn late today gave a sudden 
hoist to values of all grain. 

The stampede to purchase corn was 
attributed largely to fright over re- 
ports that backwardness of planting 
was putting the 1935 domestic corn 
crop into a precarious position. Lead- 
ing specialists said knee-high corn by 
the Fourth of July is now a virtual 
impossibility, and that a considerable 
part of corn acreage is promising to 
come into silk and tassel during the 
hottest days of summer and to meet 
later on with hazard from September 


frost. 

Corn jumped 2 cents:a bushel and 
closed firm, 1 3-8 to 1 7-8 up, July 
80 5-8 to 80 3-4, wheat 7-8 to 1 5-8 
up, July 80 1-8 to 80 1-4, oats 3-8 
to 1 cent advanced, and provisions 
varying from 2 cents decline to an 
equal gain. 

Much of the flurried buying of corn 
appeared to come from eastern sources, 
and this led to quick reversa] of mar- 
ket position on the part of traders 
here who previously had been conspicu- 
ous in selling. Excessive wet weather 
prevalent in the corn belt together 
with lower temperature was regarded 
as unfavorable for corn crop growth, 
as well as for completion of planting. 
Special notice, too, was taken of the 
fact that the United States corn vis- 
ible supply had fallen today to but 
7,891,000 bushels, against 39,082,000 
a year ago. 

Wheat, vats and rye responded 
promptly to the upward sweep of the 
corn market. Unexpected firmness of 
Liverpool wheat quotations helped ear- 
lier to put backbone into the wheat 
market here, and so likewise did fears 
of a wet harvest in parts of domestic 
winter wheat territory southwest. On 
the other hand, temporary price set- 
backs for wheat here were associated 
with selling based on reports of plen- 
tiful moisture both in spring crop 
states northwest and in Canada.
